SPAIN. 

M.uiniu, April 18.— At 10 30 o'clock 
this morning, wliile tho Bishop.of Madrid 
was ascandiiig the stops loading to tho en- 
trance of the cnthedrul, he n-sa shut tvith a 
revolver by a priest standing! at tho top of 
the stepB, the ball entering liis abdoman. 
This was followed by another shot which 
woundod tho bishop in tlio aido ; where- 
upon the wounded man foil on tho stops. 
Tho priest then descended the atopa and 
fired still another shot, which took effect 
in the bishop's thigh. The bishop was 
then borne ill an unconscious co'idition to 
•''private ehamber in the catliedral, where 
the last sacraments fur tlio dying were 
administered to him. Tlio priest was ar- 
rested. Thu iiiiin who tired tho shot was 
recently dismissed from the priesthood,, 
and had fruitlessly applied tu the bishop 
to be ro-instatod. Queen Christina has 
inquired as to the bishop's condition. 
The pope has telegraphed his bleBain_ 
Tho bishop is still alive. The priest inide 
an attempt to commit suicide, . It being 
Palm Sunday the cathedral was more than 
Usually orowdud by worshippera, and when 
the fearful worK of tho priest was realized 
the furious mob followed the carriajja in 
which he was conveyed to prison l>y gon 
d'arnies, whose preaenco alone prevented 
his being lynched. The motive for the 
crime' was revenge. 

GREECE.

B. 0., LAND SETTLEMENT. 

Mr. Shnkeapearo recently called atten- 
tion to the clause in the ugrBemeiit be- 
tween tho Dominion and British Colum- 
bia govKrnmei}ta to the effect that tho 
"goveramont b.f Canada shall, with all 
conveninnt apeedi<>offe^-for sale the lauds 
-within the railvray^'elt upon the mainland, 
upon liberal terms to actual settlers." Up 
to the present time he said little or noth- 
ing had been di)ne on the part of the Do- 
minion government towards carrying out 
this obligation. He was informed thaf 
some 3,000 applications were on record in 
the office of the agent of the Dominion 
government, and not one, that he was 
aware of, had received any satisfaction. 
Nothing had tended to retard settlement 
in the province more than tho withhold 
ing of the patents to these latids from 
people who had locatud upon then). He 
hoped the government would at o;ice nee 
to it that'itaproitiiBea'were'falfil'ed, Hon.' 
Mr. White,. miniBter of ; the interior, said 
he regretted as much as the honorable 
gemlouian did the delays which had takeij- 
place. 1 believe thut immediately after 
the lands were handed over to tho Du- 
minion governniBnt an ollicer, formerly 
in the employ of tho government of Brit- 
ish Ooluihbia;-Mr. Aikmani was appoint- 
ed as our agent at Yanoouver to look-after 
the lands on the mainland. He had been 
engaged in making copies of the pre- 
emption records and surveys in the offices 
of tho provincial government in Victoria. 
Latterly some mistake, I believe, 
occurred in connection with these 
copies, but they were recfifiedi' and the 
last information I have was that the 
local minister specially charged with those 
matters, owing to tho oDnimencomont of 
aettlemout, was unable to liiid liuie to 
certify, as he required to do, these plans 
for the use of the agent. I may say, Mr. 
Speaker,'.th(^t I'have, within a short time 
|i8at, aboBt^fourSweeksago, givonfinstruo- 
tions to oar agent at Victoria at once to 
retnove to Westminster where he would 
be of more easy uccesa to settlers who de- 
sired to got their patents, and that ar- 
rangemoiits were made through the 
department of public works for the use, 
by a couple of officers, of one of the pub- 
lic buildings .at^ths^t.ppint. Communica- 
tion with British Oolumbia, as you are 
aware, Mr. Speaker, is still not very 
rapid, and I have not yet an answer from 
Mr. Trutcli or Mr. Aiknian as to whether 
the latter has moved. I am in daily ex- 
pectation of receiving an answer to iny 
communication with Mr. Trutch on this 
subject. I regret much that I was iiot 
able last fall to have gone to British Co- 
lumbia STiysolf ao as to make enquiry 
about iiheso matters on the spot, where, I 
beIievo,moro information can be obtained 
than is possible by-letter. -My intention 
is, if parliament continues its conSdence 
to us, and luy life is spared, in addition to 
going to some oui,j. parts of the North- 
west, which I was not able to reach last 
year, to go to British Columbia, and on 
the spot try to make such arrangements 
ias may facilitate the immediate settlement 
of &U theae' matters in which settlers are 
interested, so that they may get their 
lands at once, I can assure the honorable 
gentleman that every ofl'ort will bo made 
to accomplish that result at the earliest 
moment, and that the officer is now under 
instructions to remove to Westminster, 
where he will be of more". easy accesf to 
settlers whv desire their land." 



HYDROPHOBIA. 



Q'he British government have appointed 
a commissinn to enquire^ into M. Paa- 
tetjr's method of treating persons believed 
to be infected with hydrophobia. The 
astonishing success that has crowned the 
efforts of thia briljituit and painstaking 
pathologist is scarcely mure marked than 
the intelligibility of his theory that the 
virus of rabies becomes attenuated by 
<2ontinaed iDOcalatioh! at various'stages of 
its develop>nerit''ati'd' that its' ihatilment 
into the sy/item of persons in whom the 
virus is supposed to be incubating is 
capable of staying or nullifying the pro- 
gress of this dreadful diseas^,; . Out of 350 
persons treated by hiin and' who had boon 
bitten by dogs who wore sup'posed to be 
gravitating towards the final stages of 
rabies, only one developed the disease 
and in this case »ho victim had allowed 
six weeks to elapse botvfeaa fhe 
bite and tho Qrat treatment, • The period 
of development, observation has shown, 
varies from fifteen days to six months, 
though the average period appears to be 
siscty days. ^^ Tha' fitsf Buhjeisl the com- 
mission will examine into will be the 
evidence upon which it is assumed that' 
the persons treated would have had hy- 
drophobia if they had not been inoculated. 
In this coiuiection may be montionod a 
case whoso results will duubtloas be 
brought to the notice of tho commission 
A patient was lately brought into the 
lunatic asylum at Kharkoff in Russia, in 
the most violent stage of hydrophobia. 
As, even under pain of dismissal, tho at- 
tendants would not touch the unfortunate 
man, Dro. . Gutnikhoff . and Dayidoff 
undertook to >aah'hi[h. During ode of 
hi<f paroxysms he bit the former physician 
in the hand and bespattered some of the 
saliva over Davidoff's hand and eye. The 
•jjan did not live through the night and 
the principal of tho asylum has written to 
Pasteur about tho two doctors who are 
ooiistdered to be in great danger. They 
have, however, no funds to enable them 
to underluku Buch a long and expensive 
journey necessary to reach Paris, though 
this objection may bo removed by private 
generosity or official justice. 

TEE ROYAL CITY HUBBUB. 

The Ottawa Oitiz'en published *a start- 
ling paragraph with big head lines an- 
nouncing that a rebellion had broken out 
in New VYestn-anater. It purported to 
be a private telet;ram, containing the more 
statement of fact, with no particulars of, 
or reasons .assigned for _an_ outbreak. 
People in the 6<tnitarwere very much as- 
tonished, and asked one another, "What 
does it mean ]" The B. C. members were 
deluged with questions and the peculiar- 
ity of thn thing was that not one of them 
knew anything about it. Enquiries-were 
made of General Sir Fred. Middleton and 
the officers of the militia department, but 
no one could explain tho meaning of the 
despatch. The following day tho cause 
and scope of the hubbub were . explained 
and the excitemen t abat ed. '

B. C. DEVELOPMENT. 

Tho increased attention which the people 
of eastern Canada ore beginning to pay to 
ibis province' is a sigui^aant sign of the 
times. '/'Whether in the house of commons 
or out o(^it, ^ything; relating to. British 
Oolum'bia'4s^V8ure to be read with interest.' 
The members from our province are daily 
besieged with luttora nsfking for information 
regarding the icsourcosof IJritish Columbia, 
and the chances arc that when the C. V.ii. 
is running through totbePacilic coast there 
will be a largo migration westward. Tim 
eflbrts being put forward to dovelop the ro- 
aourcoa of British Columbia could not be 
better summed up than they are in the To- 
ronto Mail of recent date. Ths Isadiug 
journal says: "A few years ago Briti.sb 
Columbia began to look about and see how 
to utilize the Facitio trunk for the opening 
up of , her m8giQsifloea& vdlleysi' '-The first 
effort was to obtain a ohaiter for a railway 
to connect the Kootcnay lake with thu 
Arrow lakes, at the upper end of which the 
Canadian Pacilio railway runs west and east. 
This railway is intended to bring the miner- 
al resources of tho Kootenuy district within 
easy access. To-day llr. Ilomor introduced 
a bill to incorporate tho Shuswap and Oka- 
nagan railway. This railway Htarts from a 
point on tho Cnuadiuu Pacitk- at Sikamooaa 
Narrow to Okauagun lake it diatauce of lifty 
miles, and is iutonded to open up a wheat 
area along the railway and the lake. This 
area is estimated at-200,000 acres in extent, 
capable of •producing flue wheat and bo- 
iug'u'sed for.stook-raising'pnrposes. There 
are also valuable mines which are attracting 
attention, and the development of which 
will add greatly to tho wealth of Canada. 
The British Oolumbiamombera say it is but 
one of many onterprisus renderud possible 
of accomplishment through tho construe- 
tioii of the Oauadiau Paciiic railway. A 
now era has opened in that great province 
and much may bo expected in the way id 
its duvolopmeut now that tho national un- 
dertaking has been completod. The wealth 
which -will bo added to tho Dominion in 
British Columbia alone, as tho direct result 
of the completion of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, will amply warrant the expenditure 
tho people of Canada have made." Another 
bill atlectiug the Pacific province is tho oun 
introduced into tho commons this week by 
Jfr. Tupper to incorporate a company to 
lay out, construct and operate a railway 
from a point on the Canadian I'ttciiio rail- 
way at or near Ihu Columbia river, in the 
province of BritiHh Colnnibiu, thence fol- 
lowing tho valley of tho Columbia river to 
Gold river, and along the voUoy of Gold 
river to its source, with power to extend to 
the Boat Eucampmeut, on the Columbia 
river, and thence through tho Athubn.sea 
and, Oanoe passes. , . 

THE PAOmO *DEEP WATER 
• 'FrSHMBtES. ' • ' 

IMr. Shakespeare, M. 1*., did goodservico 
tho other day when he called attention to 
tho necessity of tho government doing some- 
thing to foster the deep sea fisheries of 
British Columbia'. The Salmon fisheries 
hero are valued at least at a million 'and a 
half dollars, and he believed if the i\l-l'\> 
water fisheries wore developed they would 
prove aa valuable, if not more so. Tho 
matter had been brought before the atten- 
tion of tho government two years ago, and 
it was promised some action would bo taken ; 
but he was not aware up to the present timo 
if anything had be doiio. He had no doubt 
there were valuable codfish banks on the 
Pacific coast, and other valuable tisb de- 
posits in these waters hitherto unknown, 
beatitiful speoimeas of black cod had been 
from the west coast of Queen Charlotte 
Islands, and wore reported to be of excel- 
lent quality. .Judge Swan a United States 
oflicor, had obtained a largo quantity of th s 
cla'iS of fish, whou visiting the north of 
Vatcouver Island, and sent some to WuhIi- 
iugi:ou and other places and it was reported 
that ho received more letters of enquiry in 
reference to tho localitj' whore the fish wore 
caught than in reference to any other ques- 
tion raised by his trip.

Pa- 
pers on the subject would be brought down 
and whatever could be done would be done 
by the department.

Messrs. Gordon, Shakespeare and 
Baker, M. Pq. bad a pleasant interview 
with the minister of tinanoe tho other day 
in the interest of the farmera of Brif'sh 
Columbia. They represented to Mr, Mo- 
Leian that in order to encourage the 
growth of barley in this province, particu- 
larly in the Victoria and Saanich dis- 
tricts, it was necessary to increase tho 
duty on barley and malt imported from 
the States. The grain was coming ia from 
Oregon and "'ssiiingtoo Territory at a 
lower rate than the B. 0. farmers could 
raise it at, and to bo consistent in tho 
matter of protection it was nothing but 
right that this important ii>''uatry should 
be fostered by an increase ot duty, Mr. 
McLelan said he was glad to have the 
matter brought to his attotition. and he 
would lay the representations of the 
deputation before his colleagues. Ho rlid 
not know whether it would bo possible to 
increase the duty for British Columbia, as 
it might lead to retaliatory, duties being 
put on by the TTnited States against the 
cereals of Eastern Canada'. ' The matter, 
however, would bo carefully considered 
by the government and the British Co- 
lumbia members informed of the result.

SPAIN. 

Nkw Yokk, April 19. — A Madrid dis- 
patch to tho Herald of this morning says 
that Monaignor Narcissus Martinez Es- 
quiero, bishop of IMadrid, who was shot 
yesterday by Cayetano Galeste, a recently 
unfrocked priest, ia dead. On hia way to 
prison the assassin admitted tho deed and 
said, "I feel tronquil. I have revenged 
my wrongs." Tiie bi<hop once repre- 
sented Salamanca in the senate and was a 
brilliant orator. Although a Jiberal, ho 
was made bishop by tho corservatives bo- 
cause of his piety. 

An autopcy will be held on the body of 
the oishop to-morrow, after which it will 
be embalmed and removed to the Episco- 
pal palace, whore it'will lie in state. Tho 
remains will bo .interred in San Isadore 
churoK. 

IRELAND. 
DdbLin, April 19. — At a mooting of 
the corporation to-day the mayor ex- 
pressed gratitude to Mr. Gladstone for 
his labors in behalf of Ireland. At *br, 
same time he declifred both the home rule 
and land purchase bills would require 
considerable modification. 

AUSTRIA. 

ViE.VNA, April 19, — The fire at Styr ia 
still raging. The situation there ia ap- 
palling. Thousands of inhabitants are 
bankrupt. The charred remains of many 
victims have already been dug out of tho 
ruins. The mayor of the town has sent a 
telegram to Lsmburg asking troops to be 
sent to Styr with 'appliances to extinguish 
the fire. The damage is estimated at 
several million florins. The total num- 
ber of dead is now forty; most of the vic- 
tims were children. 

When tho fire at Styr had roaohod its 
height the prisons >were opened, but the 
authorities had delayed the release of the 
prisoners too long and fourteen of the un- 
fortunate inmates wef e burnt ' to death. In 
the suburbapf ■ tha town all was conf usiou. 
Peasants looted the houses and shops, after 
a conflict with their owners, some of whom 
commiltad suioido. Tho fjalo was so severo 
that sparks were car:iod four milus aud sot 
fire to a number of huts ,>ccnpiod by tho 
peasantry. 

The latest estimates of tho fatalities at 
Styr are placed at one hundred, inohid- 
iug lifty children supposed to have 
been burned to death in a schoolhouse. 
AVheujthsAre oommeuoed the bulk of tha 
iuliiibitantB werd 'abseht at a fete, aud on 
their, return theyjvore so coiaplotely dazed 
by tho calamity that the oonflagrution was 
allowed to oroooeed unchecked.

The strikers 
presonted finally a long list of demands, 
fixing the hours and pay of all employe's 
of the road in all its departments, obli- 
gating the company to take back all strik- 
ers and to discharge all employees who are 
obnoxioutfto^ the strikers. Tha company 
submitted a series of propositions, offering 
after the men shosld have returned to 
work that the hours and pay be submit- 
ted to arbitration, but positively refusing 
to discharge any of the men now employ- 
ed, or employ any more of Iho strikers 
than was'necesisary. These terms were 
not acoeptable'to the strikers' aoid .M^ 
tuuipta to arbitrate tlie' matter we're aban- 
doned. Tho oommisaionera will probably 
render decision to-morrow. 

Nkw Yohk, April 19. — A London ca- 
blegram from H. W. Weaver, managing 
direotorof the' Anglo American Gable Co., 
to Cyrus W. Field, of this city, thia after- 
noon, says: ,.'!0n and .after "May 3rd. our. 
rates wilF'^be reduced "to six cents per 
word." The imniodiato cause of this last 
cut in c.ible rates is not known. 

Nkwakk, N. J., April li).— Eight hun- 
dred oniployoa of tho Domestic sowing 
macliina oorapapy'a works wore to-day 
again thrown out of work by the sudden 
shutting dowirof the factory. There ia a 
heavy stock on hand. The suspension 
*fill probably last two weeks. 

TE.^AS. 

El, Pa.so, Tex., April 19.— Prrticulara 
of a bluudy tight between Americans and 
Mexic.ina, which occurred at Murphy- 
ville on tho SoHlh Pacific railway, have 
juat arrived. Tho town is now and was 
settled by Americans, and Mexicans have 
been locating there in considerable num- 
bers, and have sought to drive out the 
Americans. A bitter race feeling existed 
and on Saturday night about 200 
Mexicans raided tho Cattle Exchanije sa- 
Idor, in which were u number of Americana 
and others. Being greatly outnumbered 
they lied, but returned the fire of tho 
Mo.xieniis while niniiiiiL; and killed Jose 
Parez and fatally wounded two others. 
Tlie news of the raid rapidly spread to 
Americans living in the town and vicinity 
and they uiiiiod in cleariiin the surround- 
ing cinaitry of Me.xicana, No further 
trouble is anticipated. It is believed a 
number of Mexicans besides those re- 
ferred to were. killed and wounded.

CALIFOENIA. 

Sa\ Franci.sco, April 19. — News was 
brought to this city to-day of the wreck 
on January 5th last of , the trading 
schooner Wm. H. Stevens near Butari- 
tairij one of the Gilbett islands ia the 
South Pacific. Onn't. W. White, the 
master, and his men reached shore in 
safety, but one sailor was drowned. The 
vessel and cargo wore a total loss. They 
vrore valued at 820,000. 

F. R. Dray, member of the executive 
ooi..~'iteo of the state arili-Chinese as- 
sociation, has sent in his reaigiiation, giv- 
ing as a reason that hs ■ cannot 
cdiiscientiously assent or support that part 
of a "boycott" definition which prohibits 
all selling and dealing with Chinamen, 
their patrons and employers except whero 
I egal obligations'exist, as in tho case of 
common carriers, water companies, etc. 

Walls, Fargo A Co. have brought suit 
in tho superior court against the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Co. to recover 
SL, DIG, 204: damagea for conversion, alleg- 
ing that at various times between October 
and March last sacki of wheat were en- 
trusted to defendant to ship to this city 
as common carrier and that they failed to 
deliver tho aume to tho consignees. 

Tho following additional particulars of 
the wreck of the brig Levi Stevens which 
sailed from Tanoma, W. T., in September 
of last year for Sydney' with a load of 
lumber, have been leiarned: On the 45lh 
day out the vessel sprung aleak. The next 
morning she striick a reef with terrific 
force. Twenty minutes after sho went to 
pieces and everybody on board was thrown 
into tho sea. Tho crew and oaptuin after a 
fierce battle with the waves reached the 
land, much bruised and cut. One of the 
erow swam over to the island of Suarrout, 
three miles from the scono of tha wreck and 
had natives send two boats over to the reef 
to rescue tho balance of the men, 'which was 
effected. All wreckage was washJed. ashore 
during the day. The men were on the 
Island three months and twenty-five days,''! 
when a vessel took them to Apia, papital. of 
the.Samuan Islands, from whence they wore 
brought to this city by the Alameda, 

EASTERN STATES. 

CuicAoo', April 19 — Tho men employed 
in the School furniture factory of A. U. 
Andrews & Co,, at ,,VYsbaShj avenue and 
Adams street, struck at no6h to-day. Tho 
number employed in this shop in about 
1,000. The men asked for an increase of 
15 per cent. The company claim they 
locked the men out, 

Wm. H. Taylor, president of tho inde- 
pendent peoples' labor party of the Unit- 
ed States, is in the city and will soon be 
joined by other members of the party. 
They have in view the organization of 
workingmen into bodies called councils, 
and the object is to support candidates for 
office, irrespective of party, who have the 
interest of wage workers at heart. Tho 
party advocates eight hour working days 
among other things. 

New Yoek, April 19. — About half-past 
four thia afternoon the Third avenue lino 
started tho first of the 25 cars they pro ■ 
posed to run .over tho line. Inspector 
Byrnes aild foue^meti were 'on tho 'plftt-^ 
form';" At 64th street a big fellow i^uahed 
out and grasped tha horses by tho bits, 
and drew a knife to cut the reins. He 
had not accomplished hia purpose when 
Inspector Byrnes "put him asleep" with 
his club. The man was left senseless in 
the street, and, the car, went.. <jn,. The 
next car wB8,.drisen,jbyy;ii^^^^^^ and 
when at 69th street one horse fell on the 
pavement. Crowds of strikers along 
the walks cheered and jeered. 
The tumult grow greater and 
finally the crowd began hurling bricks 
from a new building on the oornor. 
Windows were smashed and the car de- 
molished. Two offioera were hurt by the 
misslea. The police then, charged the 
crowd and seventy of them were injured.

MoMRUAL, April 19. — Tho water com- 
menced to fall at Olio o'clock this morning 
and ill an hour had fallen about one foot. 
Thu change since then has been very 
sli};ht. Allsortsof rafts and boatsare load- 
ad down with people and hnusehold gocds. 
Exorbitant rates are being charged people 
froiik their hi>nica to biisiuuss. Many 
poor people have been unable to get home 
since last Saturday morning, and those 
poor fellows have but little to eat in the 
intoi'val. The ice still hoida firm at 
Hocholign. 

Later — Tho flood njjpears to bo siowly 
abating and conditions in this city have 
not materially changed. From iSlnunt 
Royal away to the south-west across tho 
river the village of Liprairio is seen appar- 
ently epniplotely surrounded by water. 
All down tho south shore of the Hvor to 
St, Lambert hou.ses stand with water all 
around tliein. The river in front of St. 
Lambert cannot bo seen fdr ice, which is 
piled up to the very doors of the houses 
facing tho rivor. On this side of tho river 
from tho foot of rapids down to Hoche- 
laga thu river aoeina to te over the banks. 
All of the points appear to be under water 
and every street in the lower part of the 
city ia running. Parallel with the line 
of vision is the canal. Tho river is clear 
of ico from a short distance above the 
bridge, but from tho bridge eastword un- 
til the rivor ia lost to sight there is a 
oouipleto block of ice. ' The ice seems to 
be piled highest between liochelaga and 
Lnngueil. ^Juns island appears to bo 
completely submerged, only the two upper 
stories i.f the coiiV(?iit appearing above ttie 
water. On 'chango to-day no business was 
dnno, and tho general opinion ia that 
til High itidst i.if the Btoreliooaea in which 
grain and thmr are stored aro in the 
fliiodud district, lusaes will not bo groat.

Idaho Opium -Seizure.. 

' ' As annoauced in our telegrapUio dis- 
- ' patobeB oU Sunday, the case both for the 
-pro'aeouUon,, attd thie defence in the matter 
dl the seiznrfl.o^ on ..the stoamev 

Idaho, closed atSeuttle on Saturday last, 
BO far as the hoftrmg of evidence was con- 
cerned. The argumouts will be presented 
to tho court some tiino in IMiiy next. The 
.foUowiDg is tUa subatimco of evidence given 
iy Cupt. Oftiroll: 

Am, and liavo beou for six yuarK past, 
luaster of the HteaiuBliip Idaho on the Alaska 
route. Steamship was at the outer wharf, 
Victorin, on December Sth, 1885. Left the 
ship for town between G and 7 o'clock in 
the evening. Snw building material but uo 
barrels taken, aboard; ..returned to ship at 
Biidnight;ipdj&iied Immediately on arrival, 

' Iiaviiig taken on b'oard bdfreij salt meat and 
other provisions. Ship was full of barrels, 
but saw nolluus strange to attract my ut- 
teatiori. liis .octor of Customs Wuteruuvy 
was on bonril. Stopped half n.'i hour at 
Kassan bay, but no barrels were discharged. 
At Juuoau a geutlornan told mo ho wanted 
ti) send two tona of freight to his cunneryat 
Cape Fox. As this would have necesaitatod 
a special trip I told him it would cost $100, 
bat as I was going to call at KuBRau bay to 
take on a load.of uiUmou I could take freight 
there cheaper... He consented to this, say- 
ing that he JvA&ioyalwa barrels and a num- 
ber of bundles of furs. On (he night of the 
Slat of December last wo took on at 11 p. 
ni., at Kassan bay, ^00 barrels salmon and 
diachargsd the before inentioued barrels- 
The only interest 1 have ffa the cuuuery u 
that persona iuterested in it owe mti money 
— F. Lynch and M. Costello. The latter is 
dead ; the property belonga to a widow 
named Bftronovitoh. When the freight was 
landed I may have told the men to handle 
it oarefully,butI never said at the time that 
the barrels contained furs. At PortTown- 
Bend Gardner came to me and aaid he had 
instruotioQB to search the ship!.' I 
laid "All right," and introduced him to 
otficera. VYaa at the ciiacum huuao when 
■oiueone brought in a small valise of 
opium. Tho carpenter who wua arrested 
and bound aver in the sum of $300 to ap- 
pear at the court in March, furnished nio 
with the money to put up ou i.ia bond. 
Lundes afterwards- went bond fur a 
Chinaman vsho waa. caught with opium- 
Iso one was more aurprised than I wua 
when I heard tiiat the stuff-had been dis- 
cuTored on hoard. I. asked Beecher, as 
tliey had gone as far as tbey-could in 
their search without disoharging cargi], to 
let the ship pass on to- Portland in charge 
of inspeotors. Thought I heard a aplash 
in tho water one night and reported the 
oirouraatanoe to theoustoma offioiala. The 
■teward purchased tho supplies which I 
audited. The barrels lauded at Ivaaaan 
bay looke4.largeE;than those I afterwards 
■aw at the cUBtom house; no marks, ap- 
parently, were on them. I never saw 
Lingtry before or since he ahippad that 
»tu£r at Juueau; I own part of the wharf 
there. I dm not tell Beecher or Gardner 
when Ireaohed Townsend anything about 
meeting I^angtry. i knew nothing of tho 
c ontents uf the barrels landed at Kassan 
b:iy further than what Langtry told me. 
The Idaho carries 40 men all told. At 
Sitka there waa nothinj; left in the snip 
but a few pnckagea; there waa no freight 
that I know of omitted from the mimifeat 
at Victoria. Never was in Chinatown in 
Victoria but once and that was when 
with M. Governeur Morris who went 
tli^re to employ a '■ervant.

It 
is a good plan to give the ewes extra 
feed while tlioy are suckling their 
lambs, so they will provide a full sup- 
ply of milk, . 

TKerprofit accruing from the judici- 
ous management of a moderate flock of 
poultry, is leading many of our farmers 
to devote more care than has hereto- 
fore b^en given to this department of 
the farm. This is wise. Anything in 
the direction of a great diversitied 
farming^ is to he welcomed. A little 
less milk and a little more of some- 
thing else will materially improve the 
farmers' balance sheet in this part of 
the world. 

pt^If a horse injures itself by overreach- 
ing or jcalking, the wound should be 
promptly attended to. 'Allay ' irritation 
by poulticing, remove any loose or 
dead parts with a pair of scissors, and 
promote granulation a.s soon as pcisi- 
ble. Dress the wound 'vith salve made 
.with clean lard and carbolic acid of 
the strength. oijope ounce of ^the acid 
to a pound of lard. Keep the sore cov- 
ered to keep the dirt out. A little tine- 
ly pulverized inyrrh may be sjjrinkled 
over the wound as a protection to the 
gi-anulatioas. ' i
